Franeiseo, as stated on page 85 of the City Attorney’s Good Government Guide: 

"Certain public agencies that have some connection to the City or are physically located within 
the City are nonetheless legally distinct from City government and are not subject to the 

Sunshine Ordinance, which is binding only on City government. Among these agencies 

are the ... San Francisco County Transportation Authority ... Such agencies are subject only 

to the Public Records Act, the Brown Act, and, in some cases, other State laws governing 

public meetings and public records specific to the agency. But, although the 

Sunshine Ordinance does not of its own force apply to them, these agencies may choose to follow some 
or all of its requirements, and some of them have.” [Emphasis Added.]
